It would be a doubtful compliment to say 
merely that the rejuvenated "American 
Queen and Town Topics," is better than its 
former 6elf , for the period of that paper's value 
was being very rapidly distanced under the 
able management of its printers, and the restor- 
ing hand of a journalist ever so limited in his 
experience or modest in his pretensions, could 
hardly fail to change its character in a favor- 
able manner, if only temporarily. As it is, 
however, the publication has been taken by a 
gentleman who has all the knowledge of what 
it should be and the ability to make it so.

That the collection of electrotypes from 
priceless art works in the possession of the 
Russian government, presented by Mr. Henry 
G. Marquand to the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, should be estimated at its cash cost of 
$30,000 as any indication of its true value, 
would impress any one as most unjust indeed 
and foolish withal. The mention of the purely 
money consideration would be made only as a 
tangible evidence of the munificence of the 
gift, its worth, in an artistic sense, is beyond 
compute. 

It was fitting that such a collection should 
enjoy the privilege of a descriptive volume, a 
work which should instruct the American peo- 
ple who take an interest in such things, and a 
bound volume entitled Russian Art Produc- 
tions has been written by John W. Miles and 
gives not only a most interesting history of the 
particular pieces to which it is addressed, but 
carefully goes into the peculiarities of the dif- 
ferent epochs and lays before us the distinctive 
features of each age and of each people, with 
sketches and illustrations of these features 
which necessarily bring them more forcibly to 
us. 

The pieces which Mr. Marquand selected 
for reproduction comprised vases, rose water 
dishes, ewers, bowls, plateaus, salvers, tables, 
statuettes, cups, plaques, tureens, wine cis- 
terns, in the greatest variety and diversity, and 
extending over a period from the early Greeks 
and Romans to the eighteenth century. The 
originals are divided up between the museum 
of the Hermitage, Arsenal of Tsarskoe-Selo, 
Kremlin, Winter Palace, Troitsa Museum, 
Romanhoff House, and a few other national 
repositories of less prominence. 

This collection is worthy of the most care- 
ful inspection and study, and the volume be- 
fore us calls for the same attention, it is the 
key to this great number of articles gathered 
together in the museum, and as the volume 
very gracefully concludes: "Through such 
specimens as those of this collection we are 
enabled to trace the effects of differing civili- 
zations, of differing social laws, and of differ- 
ing governments. The study covers a vast 
field of research, including as it does the sim- 
plest habits of the individual as well as the 
grandest system of governmental law." (Jewel- 
ers' Circular Publishing Co., N. Y.)
